.June,  tno  weeks,  earlier  than  usuaj, 
the  Rpring  having  been  an  enrly  one. 
The  Clovernnient  Kmploynient  Hurerfu 
will  be  approached  with  a  view  to 
making  arrangements  for  securing 
the  necessary  pickers.

In  this 
matter  the  Premier  has  taken  a  posi- 
tion which  ii  very  ^pular  becausa  it 
is  right.

We  heard  Jack 
I'leminR.  reputed  pirate,  with  a  price 
on  his  head,  thrnsting  in  anions  all 
those  gallant  men  of  Devop;  telliiiR 
I'raneis  Drake  how  he  had  sighted 
l!if  noi'<;  ill  tlirir  tall  ship*  and  three- 
hanked  galleons  off  the  Scilly  Isles: 
^nd  how  he  had  run  belore  them  in 
his  swift  sailing  vessel,  to  gi\e  the 
word  that  should  light  beacon  fires 
from   the    Bristol   Channel   to  tin 

N'ortli  Se.i;  that  should  call  out  tlir 
trained  b^nds  of  l^undon,  and  put 
the  indomitable  queen  on  horseback: 
and  that  slionhl  send  <lo\vn  to  the 
narrow  teas  every  cockleshell  that 
could  carry  a  cannon  piece,  manned 
by  the  meti  who  claimed  the  sea  for 
their  heritage.

It  is  one  of  the  classic  scenes  of, 
English  history.  And  it  centred  about 
a  game  of  bowN.

their  business  without  fear  of  dls- 
turbniK-e 

ilclatiuns  With  Amerlen 

Canada's  rotations  wUh  the  United 
States  were  next  referred  to.  With 
few  exceptions,  hs  said.  It  wss  not 
proposed  to  maks  reductions  on  foods 
coinlPK  from  the  United  .Ktates  Thn 
tariff  of  the  I'mted  .States  wan  a  hlRh 
one  He  believed,  however,  thai  iher,; 
vtns  no  ciaas  of  tha  Canadian  people 
who  did  not  raeogniso  the  great  de- 
sirability that  Canada  should  have 
favorable  trade  relations  with  tho 
United  atatas. 

Mr.  Fielding  said  that  a  Minister  of 
Canada  had  already  proceeded  to 
WashlnKlon  and  told  the  (ii.virnmrnl 
of  the  lHltefl  .Slater  that  ('anada  d- 
sued  ifi  enter  Inio  a  lei  iprocal  treaty 
witli  that  country.
